Fraternity 
bans Rebel 
uniforms 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala. A college fraternity in- 
spired by Confederate Gen. Robert E. Lee 
has banned members around the country 
from wearing Confederate uniforms to “Old 
South” parties and parades after years of 
complaints that the tradition was racially 
insensitive. 

The Virginia-based Kappa Alpha Order 
issued new rules to chapters earlier this year 
saying members aren’t allowed to wear Rebel 
uniforms to parties or during their parades, 
which are a staple on campuses across the 
South. 

The decision, announced in an internal 
memo posted on the group’s website, fol- 
lowed a flap last year at the University of 
Alabama in Tuscaloosa, where a black soror- 
ity complained after a KA parade stopped in 
front of its house on campus. KA members 
were dressed in the gray uniforms of Con- 
federate officers, and young women wore 
hoop skirts. 

More than 70 alumnae of the sorority. Al- 
pha Kappa Alpha, sent a petition to Univer- 
sity of Alabama President Robert Witt com- 
plaining about the use of Confederate flags 
and uniforms on campus. 

In the memo to chapters. Kappa Alpha’s 
national executive director, Larry Wiese, said 
such displays had to end. 


^outh Park Muhammad 
episode airs despite threats 


NEW YORK Comedy Central’s “South 
Park” included a representation of the 
Prophet Muhammad as a character this 
week despite a radical Muslim group’s 
warning that its producers could be killed. 

Muhammad appeared on Wednesday 
night’s episode of the cartoon with his 
body obscured by a black box, since Mus- 
lims consider a physical representation 
of their prophet to be blasphemous. Last 
week, the character was believed to be dis- 
guised in a bear costume. When that same 
costume was removed this week, Santa 
Claus appeared. 

The bear costume had angered the 
New York-based group Revolution Mus- 
lim, which posted a message on its Web 
site saying that producers Trey Parker and 
Matt Stone had insulted their prophet. 

The message included a gruesome 
picture of Theo Van Gogh, a Dutch film- 
maker murdered by a Muslim extremist in 
2004 after making a movie about a woman 
who rejected Muhammad’s teachings. The 
message said the “South Park” producers 
would “probably wind up like Theo Van 
Gogh” for airing the show 

The posting included Comedy Central’s 
New Tbrk address, as well as the address 
for Parker and Stone’s California produc- 
tion studio. Parker and Stone are known 
for waiting until the last minute before 
turning in fresh episodes. This week’s epi- 


sode contained no direct reference to the 
warning, although one inside joke could be 
interpreted as one. 

During one scene, a mechanized Barbra 
Streisand robot is seen stomping through 
the town on a path of destruction. One 
voice is heard to say, “they’ve destroyed La 
Casa Bonita!” 


“La Casa Bonita” is the name of Parker 
and Stone’s production facility 

Comedy Central also censored 35 sec- 
onds of a conversation toward the end of 
the show between the characters Stan, Je- 
sus Christ and Santa Claus. The network 
wouldn’t say Thursday whether this con- 
tained any reference to the events.

CHILD KILLED 

20-M0NTH-0LD GIRL WAS IN CAR WITH FAMILY WHEN GUNMAN OPENED FIRE

Jerome Hendricks dug his hands into his 
pockets Thursda}^ slumped his shoulders 
and wept. His daughter’s blood stained the 
oversized black jacket that draped his shak- 
ing body 

Upstairs, inside Comer Children’s Hospi- 
tal, his 20 -month-old daughter, Cynia, was 
dying. And he believed the bullet lodged 
in her head— killing her less than an hour 
later— was meant for him. 

Late Wednesday Hendricks, 25, had been 
sitting in a car with his three young daugh- 
ters when a gunman darted out of a gangway 
in the 600 block of East 92nd Place, police 
said. Two of the girls began screaming, but 
Cynia was silent. “Coco shot! Coco shot!” 
one of the sisters cried. 

“I knewmy baby was hit,” Hendricks said. 

Police and the family believe the suspect, 
who later turned himself in to police, target- 
ed Hendricks out of retaliation. The suspect 
allegedly targeted Hendricks because he 
believed Hendricks, whom he considered a 


friend, was going to testily as a defense wit- 
ness for a man who tried to kill the suspect 
in March, a law enforcement source said. 

The defendant in that other case, Mi- 
chael Wilson, 22, was arrested and charged 
with attempted murder for shooting the 
suspect in the groin, according to court doc- 
uments. Wilson lives on the block where 
Wednesday night’s shooting occurred. 
Hendricks said he knew the alleged shooter 
from the neighborhood, but denied he was 
going to testily at an upcoming attempted 
murder trial. 

The night of the shooting, Jerome and 
his family — Cynia, known to everyone as 
Coco, her sisters Jania, 4, Amazing, 8, and 
their mother, Alberta Cole— were on their 
way to the girls’ grandmother’s house after 
visiting Coco’s aunt when they stopped by 
a neighborhood house to buy some ciga- 
rettes, Hendricks said. 

Cole waited on the porch for someone 
to open the door when she said the hood- 
ed gunman fired at the car. She eased back 


onto the porch so he wouldn’t know she was 
there. His hood fell and she said she recog- 
nized him from the neighborhood. 

Speeding away Hendricks reached into 
the back of the car, took the little girl out 
of her car seat and held her head as drove 
to his mother’s home around the corner. 
His mother, Cynthia Lyons, a nurse, applied 
pressure to the wound behind the girl’s ear 
until an ambulance arrived and took her to 
the hospital. 

At the hospital Thursday, the family held 
out hope that Coco would pull through. 

She was supposed to start preschool in Sep- 
tember, her mother said as her lips quivered 
and tear after tear streamed down her cheeks 

Around 12:30 p.m., the suspect’s family 
called the Rev James Meeks to say the man 
wanted to turn himself in but was afraid for 
his safety Meeks said he accompanied the 
man and his mother when they met police 
at Area 2 headquarters three hours later. 
The Tribune is not naming the suspect be- 
cause he has not yet been charged. 


Blago 
wants 
Obama 
to testify

Just weeks before the start of his federal cor- 
ruption trial, former Gov Rod Blagojevich 
sought Thursday to tie his credibility to that 
of President Obama by asking that the leader 
of the free world be compelled to testily for 
the defense. 

The ii-page court filing by the ex-gover- 
nor’s attorneys attempted to protect sensitive 
details by blacking out references to sealed in- 
vestigative records. But it became an instant 
Internet sensation because of a computer 
glitch that enabled people to view the entire 
document— a mixture of new allegations and 
old details that combined to create fresh in- 
trigue over charges Blagojevich sought to sell 
the Senate seat vacated by Obama when he 
was elected in 2008. 

Stringing together tidbits from closely held 
FBI interviews and secretly taped phone con- 
versations, Blagojevich’s lawyers suggested 
there is more to the story of the Senate pick 
than either federal prosecutors or the White 
House have acknowledged. And they sug- 
gested only Blagojevich and Obama know the 
details that will prove the former governor’s 
innocence. 

Quoting from a sealed prosecution memo, 
the defense team aired a previously undis- 
closed allegation that convicted influence 
peddler Antoin “Tony” Rezko told investiga- 
tors he tried to buy Obama’s favor with ille- 
gal campaign contributions. Rezko was a top 
fundraiser for Obama and Blagojevich, and 
the defense filing sought to have the president 
refute those claims and in the process discred- 
it Rezko. 

The White House declined to react to 
Blagojevich’s latest actions. 

The defense filing represents a ratcheting 
up of the pre-trial chess game just a day after 
US. District Judge James Zagel admonished 
Blagojevich to quit grandstanding. Zagel also 
made it clear he would not comply with the 
former governor’s demand that all 500 hours 
of government wiretaps be played for jurors.

More Chicago taxis 
roliing out cameras

The next time you open a taxicab door in 
Chicago, you may want to say “Cheese.” 

In an effort to thwart crimes against 
cabdrivers, thousands of small security 
cameras will be installed in taxis across 
the city in the next few years to photo- 
graph passengers as they get in and out of 
the vehicles. 

Some taxicab owners have hailed the 
high-tech move, launched by a change 
in city ordinances three years ago, as a 
welcome alternative to ineffective plastic 
partitions that have been a mainstay of 
cabs for decades. 

The cameras, which already have been 
used to solve one cab-related crime, are 
yet another example of Mayor Daley’s ef- 
forts to blanket the city with electronic 
eyes in a bid to decrease crime. 

About 1,000 cameras have been in- 
stalled in cabs so far, but more are coming. 
One of the largest companies predicts all 
of its cabs will have cameras by 2012. 


HOW DO THEY WORK? 

The tiny camera sits above the rear- 
view mirror and takes a panoramic pic- 
ture of the cab when someone enters, 
or when the fare meter is turned on, 
and as passengers leave. Cabs must 
have signs informing passengers they 
will be photographed. Drivers who feel 
threatened can push a panic button to 
get more pictures of the passengers. 



Selvin Quire, a Chicago cabdriver for 
almost 30 years, said he feels safer since 
cameras were installed a few months ago. 

“They see the camera, and they hold 
back,” Quire said of men he thinks may 
have attempted to rob him recently 
“They get scared. It’s a lot better.” 

Cabdrivers have been victims of high- 
profile crimes recently Last month, a 
driver was shot five times by a passenger 
in Zion. And on the North Side the same 
month, a driver was stabbed multiple 
times. 


A University of Illinois at Chicago sur- 
vey in 2008 showed more than one-fifth 
of Chicago-area drivers said they had 
been attacked or threatened with vio- 
lence by a passenger. 

City officials tried to quell such crimes 
in 1997 by requiring that cabs be fitted 
with bullet-resistant partitions. 

But many drivers say the partitions are 
useless. Most don’t keep the partitions 
closed because they’re cumbersome and 
restrict ventilation. 

“If someone wanted to rob me, they’ll 
get out, come to the passenger side and 
shoot me,” said Folarin Odusanya, 48, 
who has driven a taxi in Chicago for 
20 years. 

In 2007, the city’s Department of Con- 
sumer Services pushed a change in the law 
allowing cab owners to install cameras in- 
stead of partitions in cars. 

Chicago followed New York, Los An- 
geles and other cities that instituted simi- 
lar rules. 


[ Marquette Park 
victims mourned 

Surrounded by hundreds of friends and family 
members, Keshia Larry stooped over her 
16-year-old daughter’s coffin Thursday, wrapped 
the girl in her arms and wept. 

Then she moved several steps to the right, 
bent over another small pink coffin and held her 
3-year-old daughter’s body one last time. 

The sisters-shot and killed last week as they 
slept in their Marquette Park home-were vic- 
tims of an early morning rampage that shook 
Chicago’s Southwest Side and also claimed 
the lives of their pregnant aunt and 7-month- 
old cousin. Police later charged Larry’s broth- 
er, James, with opening fire in the family’s 
bungalow. 

Keyshai Fields, who also was pregnant, and 
her sister, Keleasha Larry, were found shot to 
death in the same bed. 

At a Baptist church in Fuller Park on Thursday, 
the community remembered them as gentle and 
carefree girls whose lives ended before they had 
really begun. 

“[Keleasha] was not a very outspoken child, 
but she had a way of expressing herself,’’ said 
her preschool teacher Alicia Dodd-Jordan. “She 
loved colors-bright colors, vivid colors. She 
was, as Momma used to affectionately call her, 
‘Momma’s little hippie.’ ’’ 

3 bodies found in stolen car 

Chicago police are investigating the deaths of 
three men whose bodies were found in a stolen 
car on the city’s West Side. 

The Cook County medical examiner’s office 
says all three men, including two brothers, had 
been beaten and died of blunt force trauma. The 
autopsies were performed Thursday. 

The men were identified as brothers Tyrece 
Bailey, 23, and Stephen Bailey, 25. The third vic- 
tim was Crawford Davis, 23. All three were from 
Chicago. 

Quinn backs off taxing downloads 

Gov. Pat Quinn says he isn’t interested in taxing 
music or video downloads to help the state dig 
out of a $13 billion budget hole. 

The administration floated the idea with law- 
makers. But Quinn on Thursday said he’s focused 
on his call to raise the state income tax by one- 
third to avoid deep cuts in education. 

Quinn’s plan doesn’t look to be gaining trac- 
tion with no sign that lawmakers are interested 
in voting on a tax increase. 

Exam ordered in Darien case 

A DuPage County judge on Thursday ordered a 
complete mental health exam for a Countryside 
man accused of fatally shooting three members 
of a family in their Darien home in March. 

Judge John Kinsella ordered that Jacob 
Nodarse be examined for both his sanity and 
his fitness for trial. Nodarse, 23, is charged with 
murdering members of the Kramer family at the 
direction of Johnny Borizov, the ex-boyfriend of 
Angela Kramer and the mother of his child.

Troops battled a suspected drug 
gang in a wealthy neighborhood on the 
outskirts of Mexico City and captured 
an alleged major trafficker with a $2 mil- 
lion U.S. bounty on his head, officials an- 
nounced Thursday.

Obama 
slams 
Wall St. 

□ NEW YORK President Obama rebulced Wall 
Street for risl^y practices Thursday even as 
he sought its leaders’ help for “updated, com- 
monsense” banking regulations to head off any 
new financial crisis. 

“Ultimately there is no dividing line between 
Main Street and Wall Street. We rise or we fall 
together as one nation. So I urge you to join me,” 
Obama said in a high-stakes speech near the na- 
tion’s financial hub. His audience included some 
of the nation’s most influential bankers. 

The president acknowledged differences of 
opinion over how to best protect bailout-weary 
taxpayers but denounced criticism from some 
Republicans who claim a Democratic-sponsored 
bill headed for Senate action would encourage 
rather than discourage future bailouts of huge 
banks. 

“That makes for a good sound bite, but it’s not 
factually accurate. It is not true,” Obama said 
to scattered applause. “In fact, the system as it 
stands— the system as it stands is what led to a 
series of massive, costly taxpayer bailouts.” He 
said the overhaul legislation would put a stop to 
such bailouts.

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SALDANA’S HOT CAREER 
IS LOADED WITH HITS- 
WILL LOSERS’ BE NEXT?

Zoe Saldana might be pencil thin, but you definitely do 
not want to mess with her. 

Just ask her costar in “The Losers,” Jeffrey Dean Mor- 
gan. The two play adversarial lovers in the new action film, 
opening Friday about a Special Forces unit that falls vic- 
tim to a double cross after a rescue mission in Bolivia. 

When Alisha (Saldana) and Clay (Morgan) first meet, 
they throw down like Uma Thurman and Lucy Liu in “Kill 
Bill, Vol. 11 .” According to Morgan, Saldana got a little car- 
ried away at times. 

“She clocked me in the head with a stiletto during re- 
hearsal once,” he said during an L.A. news conference for 
the film. ‘After that, I was like, ‘No more high heels.’ ” 

Saldana isn’t just tough on the set; she’s becoming a 
Hollywood force. The 31-year-old actress has been on a 
roll since playing Nyota Uhura in last year’s mega-hit “Star 
Trek” reboot and Neytiri in ‘Avatar,” the highest-grossing 
film of all time. 

Her new comedy, “Death at a Funeral,” debuted in the 
No. 2 spot its opening weekend. The action-packed “The 
Losers” could top that. 

“I thought my year was coming,” Morgan jokingly said, 
“until Zoe’s year came.” 

Despite having a banner year. New Jersey native Sal- 
dana, who grew up in Queens and the Dominican Repub- 
lic, is keeping her success in perspective.

#### Perhaps the absence of big-action stars has 
caused studios to think all ensemble-driven comic 
books should be adapted to fill the void.

wlio spent six montlis studying martial arts for her role in 
‘Avatar.” “%u don’t want to be singled out because you’re 
already the only girl. If you’re the one to say ‘I can’t do this’ 
or whatever, they’ll be lilce, ‘Oh my God, she’s wimping out 
because she’s a girl’ or whatever. 

“I toughed it out because I really wanted to impress the 
guys.

Next up for Saldana is “Takers,” which will reunite her 
with her “Losers” costar Idris Elba. After that, she hopes 
“Star Trek” writer/director J.J. Abrams, whom Saldana says 
she e-mails every day, finally will let her know when she 
can reprise her role as communications officer Uhura. 

“I heard through the grapevine that it might be early next 
year that we’ll all be stepping back in to the Enterprise,” she 
teased. Saldana has no clue, however, when James Cameron 
will be ready to roll with the ‘Avatar” sequel. 

“Now that could take lo years. But if it does. I’ll still 
be down,” she said. “I’ll just need some advance notice. It 
takes about six or seven months to get into that character. 
You just can’t show up and say, ‘I’m here!’ ” 

By that time, Saldana might be such a big star that Cam- 
eron will have to wait on her. But even if she is, she’ll al- 
ways leave her ego in the trailer when it comes to the j-o-b, 
she said. 

“ Y)u always have to bring it back to, ‘Why did I become 
an artist,’ ” she said. “I didn’t become an artist because I 
wanted people to know my face; I wanted them to know 
my work. So the past couple of years has been really vali- 
dating.”

Dancer-singer-actress Jennifer Lopez hadn’t danced, sung or acted much since taking time off 
to have kids— though since People reportedly paid her and her husband, Marc Anthony, $4 
million to $6 million in 2008 to parade them on a magazine cover. It’s ironically the most suc- 
cessful thing she’s done in years. Before her hiatus, she had a string of flop movies and hadn’t 
had a single crack the Billboard Top 10. 

Now the 40 -year-old star is calibrating a comeback that has included guest appearances on 
“How I Met %ur Mother,” “Saturday Night Live” and an upcoming episode of “Glee,” all to 
support her romantic comedy opening Friday, “The Back-Up Plan.” 

In the meantime, with businesses encompassing everything from music to movies to a cloth- 
ing line to a Cuban restaurant, she’s the ninth-richest woman in entertainment, says Forbes 
magazine, which in 2007 estimated her net worth at $110 million. 

So, shed no tears for her career. Dancer-singer-actress or waitress-writer-dog walker, we all 
have our highs and lows. Here are hers: 

Fledgling 1986-1993 

After her film debut as a teen in the 1986 indie 
drama “My Little Girl,” she went on to gain a 
toehold as a professional dancer. Joining the 
Fly Girls troupe on the sketch-comedy series 
“In Living Color” in 1991, she left after two 
seasons to dance in Janet Jackson and Puff 
Daddy videos, and play a prominent role in 
the 1993 TV movie “Nurses on the Line: The 
Crash of Flight 7.” 

Up-and-comer 1993-95 

Lopez quickly got cast in the short-lived CBS 
drama “Second Chances,” becoming one of 
only two of the ensemble to transition to its 
brief revamp as “Hotel Malibu.” After three 
episodes of the Fox drama “South Central,” 
she gained attention and an Independent Spirit 


Award nomination in 1995 for her role in Greg- 
ory Nava’s “My Family” Flop: “Money Train” 

Big break 1996-1997 

Following Francis Ford Coppola’s “Jack” and 
Bob Rafelson’s “Blood and Wine” came the 
explosion: “Selena,” Nava’s 1997 biopic of the 
murdered Tejano singer, did modest box office 
but made Lopez a star. The horror hit ‘Ana- 
conda,” starring Lopez’s tight, sweaty T-shirt, 
swiftly brought more attention. Flop: “UTurn” 

Big time 1998-2001 

Lopez scored great reviews for her perfor- 
mance as a federal marshal in Steven Soder- 
bergh’s “Out of Sight.” She scored a No. i 
single, “If Tbu Had My Love,” in 1999, and her 
debut album, “On the 6,” went all the way to 



No. 8. Now she was riding high as a movie star, 
with the successful “The Cell” and “The Wed- 
ding Planner,” plus a No. i album (2001’s “J.Lo”) 
that spawned two chart-topping singles. 

Cruising aiong 2001-03 

Two movies tanked in a row (‘Angel Eyes” 
and “Enough”), though “Maid in Manhattan” 
proved a hit. Her album “J to Tha L-O!: The 
Remixes” made it to No. i. Her next, “This Is 
Me ... Then,” peaked at No. 2. Her signature 
single, “Jenny From the Block,” stalled at No. 
3 in late 2002. 

Jenny from the fiop 2003-07 

Following media saturation of “Bennifer”— 
Jennifer and fiance Ben Affleck— the couple’s 
movie “Gigli” was a critical and commercial 
dud, becoming the first movie to sweep all six 
major categories of the Razzie Awards. “Mon- 


ster-in-Law” was a modest hit. Her album “Re- 
birth” peaked at No. 2, and both “Brave” and 
her Spanish-language “Como Ama una Mujer” 
reached No. 12. Flops: “Jersey Girl,” “Shall We 
Dance,” ‘An Unfinished Life,” “El Cantante” 

Comeback? 2009-10 

Falling during a dance routine at the American 
Music Awards in November didn’t help. Nei- 
ther did that much-derided catsuit she wore on 
“Dick Clark’s New Tear’s Rockin’ Eve.” Plus, 
Epic Records dropped her in February putting 
her album “Love?” in limbo. After “The Back- 
Up Plan,” Lopez has another romantic com- 
edy “The Governess,” in the works. 

Tbu never know Jenny’s been around the 
block, and she’s confounded expectations be- 
fore. We may just find ourselves high on J.Lo 
all over again.

Whafs with all you food folks touring? Paula 
Deen, Guy Fieri, now you?

wonderful. Most deep dish is awful and not 
pizza, I don’t know what it is. It’s ugly stuff 
But that’s about it. I love Chicago. Chi- 
cago’s one of the few American cities that’s 
big enough to support a large number of 
high-end restaurants. A lot of cities cannot 
support restaurants like Charlie Trotter or 
Alinea or Blackbird. It’s a big town, it’s got 
great food on the high end and low end. And 
I’m on record admitting the Chicago hot dog 
is far superior than the New York hot dog.

Jeggings 
not for 
everyone

Just when women had shaken off the last ves- 
tiges of anxiety over the skinny jean, the sa- 
do-fashionistic denim masterminds came up 
with the jegging— a creation so skintight, so 
utterly form-fitting, it makes the skinny jean 
look almost baggy in comparison. 

The jegging: part jeans, part legging. En- 
tirely responsible for any recent runs on 
Weight Watchers. 

Though denim leggings appeared at fash- 
ion-forward shops last fall, it’s only this spring 
that they slipped into the mainstream, avail- 
able in upscale boutiques for upward of $200, 
mall stores such as J Crew, and in discount de- 
partment stores for less than $20. 

And they’re not going anywhere in a hurry 

“Last fall, people couldn’t make the dis- 
tinction between the skinny jean and this 
one— which is like a snap-on tight, tight like 
a glove,” stylist Pascale Lemaire says. The 



advantage to the denim legging, fans say, is 
comfort. Fabulously stretchy and usually 
lightweight, they’ve got more give than skin- 
ny jeans. But because they’re more substantial 
than leggings, they’re a tad more forgiving. 

As happened when the skinny jeans de- 
buted, a lot of women are a little leery of the 
painted-on look, wondering if jeggings are for 
them. And Lemaire thinks their concerns are 
more than justified. 

On the street, she’s been seeing a lot of 
unfortunate jegging faux pas, and the stylist 
thinks if women dare to wear these things, 
they need to abide by some basic ground rules. 


Hide the Jeggings Butt: If Lemaire can see 
the outline of your underwear, you’re doing 
it wrong. For spring, Lemaire likes denim 
leggings with long, loose tunics that hit mid- 
thigh or under a very short dress. It’s essen- 
tially a way to wear something too short to 
wear alone, she says. 

Don’t pair them with tight tops: Lemaire 
recommends a top with a bit of an A-line cut 
to create a more balanced silhouette. 

Wear heels or ... : For shoes, flats will work, 
but Lemaire prefers jeggings with a heel, a 
wedge or a shoe-boot, which keep the slim 
and sleek leg line.

From flying ships 
to flying monsters 

Jewel Staite returns to TV screens this weekend, and for once she 
won’t be in outer space. 

The 28 -year-old appears in Syfy channel’s latest movie of the week, 
“Mothman.”The network has taken a slasher-style flick and twisted 
it ever so slightly: The killer is not a mask-wearing psychopath, but an 
avenging insect-man everyone assumes is just a creepy ghost story 
For Staite, starring as one of bug boy’s targets gave her the chance 
to visit one of her favorite places, Louisiana, and to get weapons and 
stunt training.
